Marshal Erwin Rommel's large 
tank force, increasingly menacing 
the entire Allied foothold in north­ 
ern Tunisia, has driven another 12 
miles to the north in continued 
heavy fighting against American 
•Ad British forces after capturing 
the gap of K asserine on the cen­ 
tral front, dispatches from Allied 
headquarters In North Africa re­ 
ported today. 
The German marshal thrust to 
within eight miles of Thala, a lit­ 
tle less than 90 miles south of the 
M editerranean coast. 
This drive indicated Rommel is 
turning his forces northward in an 
effort to cut Allied communica­ 
tions and force their withdrawal 
from their positions where they 
had established themselves before 
Tunis and Bizerte. 
Germans Are Repulsed 
Although Rommel scored anoth­ 
er success in his dash northward 
through 
the hills 
from 
Kasser- 
inc pass, he was turned back in 
two other jabs to the west in 
the direction of Tebessa, the dis­ 
patches from North Africa said. 
An earlier communique from Al­ 
lied headquarters also said Rom­ 
mel had been repulsed in a strong 
attack westward from Kasserine 
toward Tebessa in Algeria, in the 
Sbiba 
area 
and 
farther to the 
northeast 
in 
the 
Medjez-El-Bab 
cone. 
Heavy casualties and tank losses 
were suffered by the Germans, it 
was reported, and the Germans 
were said to have lost 14 of their 
tanks in storming toward Thala 
last night. 
Rommel 
continued. 
however, 
with a spearhead of more than 70 
tanks. 
The British Eighth army of Gen. 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery is in 
possession of 
Medenine, one of 
the strongest outposts of Rommel's 
Mareth line and within 40 miles of 
Gabes, one of bis most im portant 
southeastern fronts.

Tydings, Taft Will Demand 


Accounting Of Spending 
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Roosevelt To Ask U.S. 
People Tonight To Aid 
Red Cross Viar Fund 


One week from today the great­ 
est 
ReJ Cross War Fund drive 
in the nation's history will begin. 
On March I, East Liverpool will 
lauuch its campaign for 122,500 to 
pay our chapter’s share of the ex­ 
pected fl25.000.000 national goal. 
Wellsville has been 
asked 
to 
raise 15,100 and North 
Hancock 
county chapter’s quota is 17.500. 
But none of this money, so sore­ 
ly needed for war work, will be 
found unless every person in the 
tri-state district makes sure he will 
"give double" to the Red Cross this 
year. 
“And why." inquire many people. 
“should we give double to the Red 
Cross? Why indeed should we give 
anything to the Red Cross which 
is a large, powerful organization 
and doesn’t need our money? 
Tonight, in a special radio ad­ 
dress, President Roosevelt will an­ 
swer these questions. 
Among other things, he is ex­ 
pected to point out that the Red

In 1940, congress gave President

000,000 and contract authority of

program. From time to time the 
fund was reimbursed until total 
appropriations reached $631,533,000.

W hile the Red arm y prepared 
to celebrate its 25th anniversary 
tomorrow, it reported continued 
successes today which sw ept it to 
within 34 m iles o r less of the 
Dnieper river. 
A fter capturing Pavlograd and 
Krasnograd, major rail junctions 
southwest of Kharkov, the Rus­ 
sians are threatening a series of 
outposts of the Dnieper which ap ­ 
parently bas been selected by the 
Germans as their next im portant 
line of defense in southern Russia 
after the breaching of their old 
1941-42 w inter line of Orel, Kursk 
and Kharkov. 
A 40-mile drive would take them 
to Poltava, railway center on the 
way to Kiev, 180 miles farther on. 
A 20-mi Ie drive would take them 
to Sinelnikovo. a junction which 
would cut communications between 
the Dnieper and the Donets basin, 
and a 60-mile march would put 
them in Zaporozhe, farther south 
along the 
Dnieper, where they 
would seal off the only railway 
connections with the Crimea. 
Germans Face New Trap 
Germans in the Caucasus thus 
are faced with a second prospect 
of entrapm ent, even if they escape 
across the Kerch straits into the 
Crimea. 
Success of the Russian winter 
offensive, now at the beginning 
of its fourth month, was demon­ 
strated strikingly in one develop­ 
ment. 
The Berlin radio indicated Adolf 
H itler is restoring to favor some 
of the generals whom he is report­ 
ed to have ousted months ago 
when he took over personal di­ 
rection of the German army. It an­ 
nounced that Col. Gen. Heinz Gu- 
derian. German 
tank expert, 
is 
one of a group “endowed with 
special powers by the fuehrer” to 
extricate th e German arm y from 
its critical situation and will be 
made inspector general of German 
armored forces. 
The radio gave Guderian’s health 
as 
the reason for his 
absence 
from the front the last several 
months. 
King George To Present Sword 
In London, where it wae an­ 
nounced British and American w ar 
factories have contributed 
6.200 
tanks. 5.600 planes, 85.000 turcks 
and much other m aterial to the 
.Russian 
campaign. 
King George 
announced he will present a sword 
of honor to Stalingrad “as a token 
of adm iration.” 
Mopping-up operations 
in

Donets basin have carried the Red 
arm y into numerous towns about 
50 miles south and southwest of 
Voroshilovgrad, the Russians said 
today.

One week from today the great­ 
est ReJ Cross War Fund drive 
in the nation’s history will begin.

TIME'S REPEAL 
MAY BE PUSHED 


Cuyahoga Legislator Will 


Speed Action In Senate * 


Br TIm Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS. Feb. 22 — Repeal 
of the time change law, under 
which Ohio clocks were turned 
back an hour yesterday, likely 
will be sought in the Ohio senate 
this week. 
Sen. Frank E. Bubna (RI of 
Cuyahoga county already has in­ 
troduced a bill to accomplish that 
purpose and said today he expects 
to press for early consideration 
by the senate judiciary committee. 
Bubna’e prospects of success are 
questionable. The chairman of the 
judiciary committee ie Sen. Fred 
G. Reiners (R) of Hamilton coun­ 
ty, who drafted the enactment re­ 
moving Ohio from eastern war time 
to the hour-slower eastern stan­ 
dard time, although the measure 
bore the name of three other 
senators. 
Since Reiners’ action, however, 
his own city of Cincinnati has de­ 
cided to reamln on war time, at 
least for the summer. 
But should the senate pass the 
change repealer, its approval* by 
the house is uncertain. The great­ 


est sentiment for the change was 
displayed in the house and that 
branch’s overwhelming vote helped 
to influence the senate’s passage 
of the slow time bill. 
The legislature will reconvene 
tonight.

REPEAL of the sales tax on 
food, passed by the senate Jan. 26 
and held up in the house taxation 
committee; 
AN INCREASE of »2,806,OOO a 
year in state subsidies to schools, 
recommended for passage by a 
senate committee two weeks ago; 
RELAXATION of female and 
child labor laws to expedite war 
production, being considered by 
the senate commerce and labor 
committee, and 
A MAXIMUM surtax of I per­ 
cent on war plant payrolls to 
raise more funds for post-war un­ 
employment 
insurance 
benefits, 
also being considered by the sen­ 
ate labor committee.

VY tives of the Aleutians told the Cirst white men 
to visit them nearly 200 years ago. 
A Russian peasant-sailor. 
Mikhail NovodchikoT, 
came sailing th at way in 1746 in a crude galley-like 
vessel made of green timbers lashed together with 
leather throngs, to discover the islands, now a fa­ 
miliar name In the news of the day to Americans. 
But to most of them it is just a name. They ar* 
vaguely aw are that the islands are somewhere near 
Alaska, th at they belong to the United States and 
that the w eather is always horrible and a great 
handicap to our aviators who are trying to bomb th# 
Japanese off one of the island* called Kiska. 
Of the history of the Aleutians and of the history 
of Alaska itself, aside from the fact that there was 
once a big gold rush to that region, the average 
A m erism is quite ignorant. He does not know that it 
has a most fascinating tale featuring some fabulous 
men and women, among them Aleksander Baranov, 
a Russian of humble origin, who established a 
veritable empire there and became literally "Lord 
of Alaska" as he Is titled by Hector Chevigny In hi* 
story of the Russian adventure. 
Chevigny is of Frendh-Canadian stock ant! WR* 
born and raised in the northwest. H e first encoun­ 
tered Baranov when he was studying history at the 
University of Washington, and he thereafter devoted 
much time to research to develop th$ full narrative 
of this amazing man, which is the history of Alaska 
under the Russians. 
B 
ARANOV, in the beginning a sickly, indecisive 
sort of fellow-, follow-ed some time after Vitus 
Bering, the Danish sailor,"who wa* sent out of Ok­ 
hotsk in Siberia In 1725 by P eter the Great, czar 
of Russia, to seek the ‘‘northwest passage" and de­ 
term ine whether or not Asia joined America. 
Bering died following shipwreck on the Island 
that still bears his name but hi* men went home 
loaded down with furs including that of the sea 
otter, highly prized by the Chinese. 
P eter was then dead and the Russians were not 
much excited by Bering's discoveries, excepting the 
adventurous Siberians who had knocked off most 
of the sable in their own land and saw the fur of th# 
otter as a sort of golden fleece. Novodohikov, who 
discovered the Aleutians, had beon with Bering. Th# 
natives of the weird, craggy islands that split th# 
Bering sea from the Japan current, described them ­ 
selves fairly accurately, because then as now they 
lived in holes in the ground under sod roofs. 
Short, squat, heavy of body and in color resem­ 
bling the northern Japanese, they hated walking 
hut were at home In the sea. They would fasten 
themselves to their little boats of walrus hide called 
bidarka* and travel for hundreds of mile* through 
storm y waters. They were much more peaceable 
than the tribes Baranov was later to. encounter when 
he w ent to the Alaskan mainland as representative 
of the Siberian merchant-plutocrat S h e le k h o v and 
s e t up posts on Kodiak island and elsewhere. H e had 
to fight many bloody battles with the natives in th* 
y ears to come. 


H 1 
E struggled under the most Incredible hardship* 
and dangers but he sent vast wealth home to 
Russia. H e entertained the explorers Puget and Van­ 
couver. He built his ships and sailed to Honolulu. 
H e wanted to spread the Russian influence to sup­ 
plant the British Influence. 
H e eet up a veritable Kremlin at New Archangel 
and from there ruled an empire 3,OOO miles long. His 
name and fame spread hy ship captains in every 
port of the world. Today It is hu t vaguely com­ 
m emorated by a little known chain of mountains In 
Alaska.

Ration Racks

T 
H E R E is no home complete without its ration 
rack. This is a simple device as indlepensable 
to happiness as radios, washing machines and two- 
tone door chime*. 
It is placed just Inside the front door. A large sign 
over the top warns: Leave all rationing book* here 
when checking out. Another sign at the bottom asks: 
H aven’t you forgotten something? 
The rack has a number of compartments, like 
those racks In bus stations for time schedules and 
advertising folders about making this tile sum m er 
to see California. The compartments are labeled. 
The Idea is to keep all ration book* in a central 
location where they will be handy when needed. 
There will be no more frantic hunting, no recrimina­ 
tions, no cross-questioning of babies and suspicious 
glances at household pet*. 
A rationing rack by itself would be a waste of 
effort without a key rack 
With a key rack the 
idea would be the earn*— to keep members of the 
family from checking out with vitally Important 
key* on their person, such as both Bets of keys to 
the family car when it is time for the weekly ex­ 
pedition to the grocery. 
And 
the key and ration lacks both would b# 
wasted without an overshoe rack. This indispens­ 
able device also would im just inside the front 
door and would have a compartment for every pair 
of overshoes* in use. There would be extra com- 
partm ents for guests, numbered for their conveni­ 
ence and with meta! checks corresponding to th# 
num bers so no guest would have an excuse for 
wearing tho h o sts overshoes home by mistake. 
These 
modern 
improvements 
would 
be accom­ 
panied, furthermore, by another rack with a com­ 
partm ent and a caid on which each m ember of th# 
family would write his destination and probable 
♦ to e of return when leaving tho house. A quick 
once-over 
before 
mealtime 
would 
disclose 
a t 
a 
glance how many p laits to set aud whether anyone 
expected to be out of town until Friday. 
But there will he no rationing racks. There won’t 
he any racks. It is one of the inalienable rights of 
the American household to do things the hard w’ay, 
mislay lug the key*, not being able to find the over­ 
shoe*. never having any hut the vaguest notion 
where Lizzie went or when she expected to com* 
back. 
hor years, as lwing lias grown more complicated, 
confusion has been heaped on confusion. Ration 
cards scarcely will be noticed in the uproar. Like 
everything else that gets lost, they will turn up aom* 
time underneath the cushions on the davenport.

meat or fish, which will be ration­ 
ed with meat, probably at the end 
of March. 
Canned Sauerkraut ‘Cheap’ 
Of adult foods, the only thing 
“cheap” on the tables was canned 
sauerkraut, at 5 cents a common 
' 
can. 
A pound of it will take only 
four points from your ration book. 
v 
Most stores have no canned kraut 
♦ 
left but sell it in bulk, which re­ 
quires no ration points. 
The next best bargain in cans 
is beets at eight points a pound. 
<- 
Canned and bottled dried beans 
also are in this eight-point class 
but many grocers have none be­ 
cause the government has discour- 
aged use of metal for pork and 
beans and similar products. 
Following these are vegetables 
requiring l l points a pound. These 
. 
are asparagus, green and 
wax 
beans, carrots, corn, spinach, to­ 
mato catsup and chill sauce, and 
tomato juice. 
The highest pointage-per-pound 
required for canned goods is 13. 
In this class are lima beans, peas, 
tomatoes and such tomato products 
M puree. 
Four cans of beets require few­ 
er rationing points than three cans 
of corn. 
Others To Join List 
Canned meat and canned fish re­ 
main under a sales ban but are 
due to be rationed along with 
meat at the end of the month. 
Canned milk, butter and other 
edible oils probably will join the 
ration list soon, but remain on 
sale in the meantime. Bread, milk, 
meat, soaps, fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables and other unrationed items • 
remain on sale, too. 
The point table will be posted in 
grocery stores and cans and shel­ 
ves will be marked with the point 
values. 
Grocers cannot return stamps on 
merchandise but may 
exchange 
cans of equal point values. 
Stamps should be removed from 
the book only in the presence of 
the storekeeper or his employes, 
including delivery boys. 
‘Hoarders’ Got Bargain 
Housewives who stocked up on 
canned goods before sales were 
halted got a bargain. 
For every can on hand in excess 
of five per person, regardless of 
its size or contents, eight points 
will be deducted from the ration 
book.

beginning March I will cost IO to 
y 16 points; fruits 15 to 24 points. 
The

actual values, officials *said, unin­ 
tentionally may benefit hoarders 
but the aim was to avoid a com­ 
plicated system of pantry inven­ 
tories and hardship on farmers or 
others who customarily stock up 
heavily in the fall. 
Civilians who hope to eke out 
their food rations by eating out 
several times a week may find 
restaurants just as badly pinched. 
OPA reported today that restaur­ 
ants will be limited to about the 
same percentage of canned, dried 
and processed

and

tables as individual consumers. 
Restaurant Plan Due Soon 
In other words,^restaurants will 
got something less than 50 per­ 
cent of the amount they have been j 
using. The exact amount bas not 
been fixed but will be announced 
she rtly, OPA said, and restaurants 
will go under rationing March I 
along with householders. 
OPA will make no effort, how­ 
ever, to ration restaurant meals 
to diners, leaving it to the eating 
places themselves to make the 
best possible distribution of the 
food supplies permitted them. 
Along with the point system ra- 
ioning of canned goods came good 
news for cigaret smokers, who 
were told today that the govern 
ment plans no restrictions on the 
manufacture 
or 
distribution 
of 
smokes for the present. The war 
production 
board 
said 
such re 
strictions, long-rumored, are un 
necessary. 
Alarmed at reports of a growing 
black market in meat, the admin 
istration is expected to speed ac 
tion to halt illegal slaughter of 
cattle and hogs. Informed sources 
in the capital said Secretary Wick- 
ard, the food administrator, soon 
will announce a plan to license 
slaughters and to permit farmers 
to sell only to such licensees.

"I ara authorized to say that the 
published statem ent that Mr. Jus­ 
tice Byrnes, Judge Rosenman and 
H arry Hopkins have urged 
the 
President to remove Donald Nel­ 
son as chairm an of the war pro­ 
duction board is absolutely untrue.” 
H assett referred 
to Jam es F. 
Byrnes, economic etahilization di­ 
rector; Judge Samuel I. Rosenman 
of the New York state supreme 
court, a presidential consultaut on 
preparation of speeches and govern­ 
ment reorganizations, and Hopkins, 
chairman of the m unitions assign­ 
ment board. 
(The Associated 
Press, In re­ 
porting circulation of reports that 
Nelson’s removal had “the favor” 
of the three men, noted that it 
lacked confirmation of the three 
and that it was indicated Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt would continue Nel­ 
son in office.) 


Indian problem has ceased to be 
a family affair. It has developed 
into a m atter of vital importance 
to the cause of the United Nations. 
We can go further without exag­ 
geration and say it represents one 
of the major crises confronting the 
Allies. And to my mind, it is in 
such state that its solution is a 
matter of great urgency. 
This, of i course, means it has 
become interwoven -with the destiny 
of our own country. 
Therefore, you are entitled to 
km m the truth. So I shall try to 
present all the salient facts of 
what is one of the most compli­ 
cated controversies in history. My 
sole purpose is to do something 
constructive. 
Right here I want to pay tribute 
to the kindly aid given me -by both 
aide* during my research. I criss­ 
crossed the mighty reaches of 
India, talking with British officials 
here and with the great Indian 
leaders there. Nowhere did I en­ 
counter anything but fine coopera­ 
tion. 
One memorable conversation I 
had was with the viceroy, Lord 
Linlithgow, who is one of Britain’s 
outstanding personalities. I gave 
my bond that no word of his 
should 'be quoted. However, I can 
say that he was most helpful. 
Answered All Questions 
I will admit now that I hurled 
Nationalist anti-British charges at 
him until he should have called 
the guard and had me thrown out. 
Yet he continued to answer me af­ 
ter his blunt fashion and when the 
time of my audience was up he 
voluntarily extended it 20 minutes 
despite the fact that his council 
was waiting for him to appear. 
Then when I had concluded my 
study in India, I walked into the 
office of the censor at New Delhi 
and 
laid down perhaps 150,000 
words of notes and printed ma­ 
terial upon which I intended to 
base these articles. I asked that 
this be censored and sealed so 
that I might take it home with me. 
Believe me there were some 
notes there which would make 
any censor’s hair curl and yet the 
only thing deleted was two sen­ 
tences, and this was done after 
the censor had asked my permis­ 
sion. 
An official 
remarked 
in 
effect that he supposed I realized 
how much dynamite I was carry­ 
ing about with me. I laughed. 
“Sure I do,” I replied. 
“I’ve 
been at this business for more 
than 30 years. However, since you 
seem a bit uneasy I’m going to tell 
you a little story. 
Tells Of Previous Experience 
“Back in the last world war the 
India office in London asked the 
Associated Press to send me east 
to investigate whether there was 
any truth in a widespread report 
in the United States that there 
was a bloody revolution in India 
and that the British Empire was 
breaking up. 
Th’s story naturally 
was most damaging to the Allied 
cause. 
“I was given this assignment 
and just before I left London for 
Bombay 
the 
permanent 
under­ 
secretary of state for India sent 
for me. Said he: 
“We are throwing India wide 
open to you at a moment when 
the Allies are in a life and death 
struggle. You are leaving here 
with more official credentials that 
any newspaperman ever had be­ 
fore. 
Under 
the 
circumstances 
I’m bound to ask you whether you 
are going out there to commit as­ 
sault and battery on us.” 
"W ell,” I replied, "whatever I 
write from India will be the truth. 
I don’t write propaganda for any­ 
body. However, I recognize that 
the Allies are in a tough spot and 
if I find conditions in India so bad 
that publication of the facts would 
disrupt the Allied cause, then I 
won’t write anything a t all.” 
"The 
undersecretary 
laughed 
and said: 
"I 
can’t 
ask 
anything 
fairer 
than that. Bon voyage.” 
“And 
that's 
the 
way 
things 
stand right now.” 
Left With Goodwill 
Thus I came away from India 
at the end of January with the 
goodwill of both officialdom and 
the 
Indian 
leaders, despite 
the 
nature of the explosive package 
which I carried. 
Having made 
sweeping 
asser­ 
tions regarding the vital Impor­ 
tance of the Indan crisis, my next 
duty is to state the premises for 
such conclusions: 
I.—India not only is the arsenal 
of the Orient, but strategically 
it is one of the m ost essential of 
all the Allied m ilitary bases. 
This huge sqb-continent is the 
wedge 
which 
has 
divided 
the 
Axis from the Jape. 
It is one of the major bases, 
may be the m ajor base, for ini­ 
tial Allied operations against the 


Japs when Hitler has been render­ 
ed impotent. 
It is from India that the Allies 
will 
swing a mighty battering- 
ram across the Bay of Bengal 
against Japanese-occupied Burma. 
That back-door to China must 
be reopened so that supplies may 
pour through it. 
2.—Post-war 
security for 
the 
ideals of the Atlantic Charter 
makes 
it imperative that 
this 
strategically-located 
India should 
be a unified member of the United 
Nation*. 
India must be a protector against 
potential enemies of the Allied 
peace. More than that she must 
be 
the 
shock-absorber 
lf 
rifts 
ehouid appear in the Allied struc­ 
ture in the Orient 
3.—As to the urgency of a settle­ 
ment of the Indian differences 
there can be no question. The way 
I see it there are three cogent rea­ 
sons for haste. 
A House Divided 
First, India is a house divided 
against itself. While the author!- j 
ties assured me they had things 
well in hand, they also said there 
was a continuance of the disturb­ 
ances which stemmed from the col­ 
lapse of the Cripps negotiations 
last summer. 
There have been 
bombings and sabotage of various 
sorts. 
Without unity in this stronghold, 
the Allies must approach the com­ 
ing offensive against Japan with 
great uneasiness. The wheels of 
the arsenal must turn more slowly 
if at all. 
Secondly, this land where the 
great majority of the some 400,- 
000,000 people always are hungry is 
up against an unusual food short­ 
age. This Is likely to come to a 
head in March or April. 
Many observers in India regard 
this situation as even more serious 
than the political quarrel. They en­ 
visage food riots should the govern­ 
ment’s program of relief fail of j 
fruition. 
The greatest anxiety, however, 
relates to the possibility of the food 
and political situations combining j 
to provide fuel for a conflagration 
which might be hard to stop. 
Gandhi New Danger 
Third. Mohandas Gandhi’s hunger 
strike has injected a new and high­ 
ly dangerous element into the con­ 
troversy. There is grave danger j 
that be will die, for he is 73 years 
old and his 90 pounds of skin and 
bones have been so tortured with 
previous strikes that he lacks the 
stamina to stand much more. 
Should Gandhi pass out under j 
such circumstances the effects eas­ 
ily might he catastrophic. You have I 
to know your India to realize how j 
great an influence Is wielded by j 
this diminutive ascetic who right 
or wrong, certainly is one of the j 
outstanding leaders of his time. 
Unnumbered hosts worship him 
as a saint. He has to battle to keep 
some of his followers from pros-1 
trating themselves and kissing hts] 
feet. 
Only actual experience of the ] 
event can demonstrate how serious 
Gandhi’s death might be. There can I 
be small doubt that it might pre-| 
sent a great threat to the security 
of state.

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The Gallup Poll Special Farm Survey—No. 6 
Farm, Factory Pay Disparity 
Places Squeeze On Farmers 


I hr following article, o r e of a series by Ihe Gallup poll on fa rm 
problems today, shotes how the fa nn er is suffering by his inability 
to bridge the gap between what hr can afford tit p ay for his farm 
help and what factories can afford to pa y their labor.

N. J., Feb. 22—F a n n e rs who employ help have lost 
m any w orkers to tho draft and also to w ar industries. The reason for 
the la tte r is clear when farm wages arc com pared w ith factory wages. 
An accurate picture of the going wage rate on farm s in all sections 
of th e country is revealed in a special survey by the institute. The re­

Since farm ers w ork IO to 12 
hours a day, and m ore in the busy 
season, the hourly ra te am ount* to 
only about 25 cents an hour. 
It is only necessary to contrast 
this w ith an average rate of $1.18 
paid an hour in ship building as 
long ago as last A ugust, 98c an 
hour in m achine tools during the 
sam e period, and $1.11 in aircraft, 
to perceive th e farm ers’ plight. 
The daily farm wage rates vary 
to a considerable extent by sec­ 
tions of the country.

e o r g e W a s h i n g t o n s 211th 
birthday today serves to recall 
the stone and the bronze tablet 
located between the Masonic and 
Eagle buildings on Broadway, for 
they comm emorate a trip W ash­ 
ington made to E ast Liverpool in 
1770. 
This memorial was dedicated 11 
years ago by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution when the en­ 
tire 
nation 
celebrated 
George 
W ashington’s 20Oth birthday anni­ 
versary. 
On a cold snowy October night 
George W ashington, accompanied 
by Col. William Crawford, camped 
in E ast Liverpool. At the sam e 
time there was an encampment of 
Indians near the site of the Jeffer­ 
son county children's home. 
Later Col. Crawford was burned 
at the stake on Ohio soil by In­ 
dians. 
The explorer and his companions 
lightened their bpat and prepared 
for later eventualities by planting 
a barrel of biscuits on Line island, 
which was used by pioneers on the 
long treks into the interior of the 
undeveloped country. 
It. was 28 years after W ashing­ 
ton’s historical trip th at East Liv­ 
erpool was founded and 33 years 
before 
Columbiana 
county 
was 
formed. 
The 
pottery 
industries 
were started 70 years later. 
W estern Pennsylvania and east­ 
ern Ohio gave George W ashington 
his initial experience and what he 
’accomplished in the Ohio valley 
contributed to his reputation. 
One of his outstanding acts was 
the handling of tbs “Whisky rebel­ 
lion” in western Pennsylvania, for 
this accomplishment gava weight to 
federal law and helped knit tb s 
pioneer states into a forceful union.
